SAIGON CONDITIONS. 


BUSINESS VERY QUIET. 


Advices from Saigon show that |, 
business in tho city is now vory 
quiet, Tho, rice mills, most of 
which have only’ worked 
time this yoar, aro unable to sall 
the full quantity of tho lust crop. 
A fow santos ata tow profit hove 
beon made in paddy. Tho Chinese 
buyors soem to keap away, inost- 
ly. on account of the present 
disturbed conditions in China 
gencrally. 


Saigon does not show the usual 
aspect of being a busy shipping 
port. Steamors of all kinds aro 
lying alongsido tha wharyos und 
at the buoys waiting for cargo. 
Tho latest froight quotations for 
No. 1 whito rico from Saigon to 
Hongkong are HK$0.20 por picul, 
which is a rate that would hardly 
covor the .oxpenses of the steam- 
ship companios intorested. It 
ia expected, however, that 
conditions .will improve with 
tho. arrival of the now rice 
crop vory shortly, as it is a woll 
known fact that rice is badly 
nosdod “fn thea provinces of 
Kwongtung and Fukion and 
various othor parts of China, 


Tho north-oast ‘monsoon has 
been oxceptionally strong this 
autumn, and most of tha vessols 
proconding from Saigon towards 
Hongkong report heavy weathor 
almost continuously. This. is, 
howevor, not o bad sign in itself, 
as according to tho old wodthor 
prophots woll known in these 
localities, it probably means very

INDISCRIMINATE FIRING WHEN BOM FAILS. 


i Cairo, November 19. ° 
Tho threo or four auaailants of Sir Loo Stack ea aped., When 
thoir bomb did not oxplodo they firad-soveral rounds with revolvers, 
hitting Sirdar Stack, his Aido-do-Camp, the chauffour and. policd- 
man. Sir Loo Stack was badly wounded in tho stomach, and had to 
be nent to hospital —- Reuter. 


[An earlicr cable, roporting tho attack on Sirdar Leo Stack by 


Egyptians, with bombs, did not indicate that ho was soriously hurt.) 


. ‘ — Qairo, November 19., 

Tho Sirdar was on his way home when his ussailanta, secrotod 
in tho doorway ‘of tho-atorcs departmont of the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, throw a bomb which hit hie motorcar but did nut oxplodo and 
foll in the guttor. Tho aasailants.then followed tho car, firing con- 
tinually. Tho frightonod ocoupants of a passing tramcar took sholtor 
by lying down. One assnilant orossod tho road and reloaded his 
rovolver from a magazine handed to him by a man standing on tho 
pavomont. ‘A policoman who pursued him was, bit thrice and 
soriously wounded. The asauilante thon ontered a taxicab waiting 
in 9 sido stroot, and two Englishmen on o motor-cyole and sidocar 
slowod down for tho purposo of taking the numbor. of tho taxicab, 
whereupon a man jumped out of tho taxicab and ficod repoatedly at 
tho motor-cyclists, missing them. The taxicab afterwards speeded off.
